2. As a result of certain representations, the matter has been 
further reviewed and it has been decided that the period of validity 
of quota licences issued to Established Importers in respect of 
January—June 1957 period, for values up to Rs. 5,000 will be twelve 
months, even if the period of validity as shown in column 6 of the 
policy statement in Section II of the current Red Book be less than 
twelve months. This concession will apply to small quota licences 
up to Rs. 5,000 Issued to Established Importers in respect of 
January-^une 1957 licensing period only, and will not apply to any 
Uconcas for earlier period or periods, oven If atlll valid.
